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HE  Ebell  Society  of  the  Santa  Ana 
Valley  owes  its  plan  of  organization 
and  its  inspiration  to  the  Ebell  of 
Oakland,  California,  which  was  found- 
ed by  Dr.  Ebell,  of  Berlin,  in  1876. 
This  gentleman  was  convinced  that 
the  great  need  of  the  feminine  mind 
was  the  systematic  study  of  the  exact 
sciences,  including  music,  art  and  languages.  He 
therefore  founded  an  "International  Academy," 
with  headquarters  in  Berlin,  designing  to  establish 
"chapters"  all  over  the  world.  The  first  of  these 
was  the  result  of  a  lecture  delivered  by  him  in 
Oakland.  Dr.  Ebell,  dying  shortly  after  this,  the 
Oakland  ladies  decided  to  change  their  name  to 
the  Ebell  Society,  and  to  sever  its  connection 
with  Berlin.  The  following  year  the  system  of 
study  in  classes  was  inaugurated,  which  has  se- 
cured the  permanence  and  success  of  the  institu- 
tion. In  1894,  several  members  of  the  Oakland 
Society  who  had  moved  to  Southern  California 
united  with  the  Los  Angeles  ladies  to  form  an 
Ebell  Society  there.  A  month  later  the  Ebell 
Society  of  the  Santa  Ana  Valley  was  organized 
at  a  meeting  called  by  Mrs.  W.  S.  Bartlett,  and 
held  in  the  parlors  of  Mrs.  J.  R.  Medlock,  in 
Santa  Ana.  Forty  ladies  were  present.  The  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected:

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During  the  past  year  five  events  have  added 
new  interest  to  the  life  of  the  Ebell.  In  Novem- 
ber the  constitution  was  amended  to  admit  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  as  associate  mem- 
bers upon  payment  of  the  annual  dues.  This 
membership  confers  all  privileges  except  voting, 
holding  ofifice  or  bringing  guests.  In  March, 
Helen  Keller  and  Mrs.  Macy  appeared  in  Santa 
Ana  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ebell  for  a  matinee 
and  evening  lecture.  In  April,  arrangements  were 
completed  for  the  purchase  of  twenty-five  feet 
adjoining  the  Ebell  lot  on  French  Street.  At 
the  May  meeting,  several  amendments  were 
adopted  the  important  ones  referring  to  changing 
the  manner  of  election  to  primary  election  sys- 
tem. In  June  the  Club  voted  to  establish  a  Lecture 
Fund  in  order  to  be  able  to  bring  first-class  en- 
tertainments to  the  city,  giving  non-members  the 
benefit  of  these  by  having  open  meetings  to  which 
a  small  admission  fee  will  be  charged.  The  Lec- 
ture Fund  was  started  by  a  donation  of  $25.00 
from  Mr.  J.  A.  Turner  of  the  Farmers  and  Mer- 
chants National  Bank. 

At  the  April  meeting  a  luncheon  was  served, 
with  the  Entertainment  Committee  in  charge,  fol- 
lowed by  election  of  officers  and  a  short  program. 

The  Club  was  honored  by  the  fact  that  our 
president,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  Southern  District  at  the  meeting  at 
San  Diego.  The  hospitality  of  a  number  of  Clubs 
in  surrounding  towns  has  been  enjoyed,  at  their 
Hospitality  and   Reciprocity  Days. 

The  Day  Nursery  received,  towards  its  sup- 
port, $200  in  addition  to  regular  $2  per  member. 

During  the  year  twenty-five  regular  and  ten 
associate  members  joined  making  the  present 
membership  of  the  Club  358.  Four  new  sections 
have  been  organized,  making  a  total  of  seventeen, 
with  a  membership  of  about  285. 
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More  and  more  is  the  Ebell  Day  Nursery- 
demonstrating  its  usefulness  as  an  institution  in 
Santa  Ana.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in 
attendance  during  the  past  year,  as  many  as  twen- 
ty-nine children  being  cared  for  one  day  during 
the  summer.  On  seeing  the  happy,  contented 
faces  of  the  children  at  the  nursery,  one  has  no 
doubt  that  they  are  well  cared  for,  and  that  the 
Matron,  Mrs.  A.  A.  Jones,  possesses  unusual 
qualities  for  her  position  as  Matron  and  "substi- 
tute  mother"   for   her   charges. 

In  addition  to  its  regular  work  of  caring  for 
children,  the  Nursery  has  become  an  employment 
center.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Jones,  work 
has  been  obtained  for  more  women  this  year  than 
last.  Not  only  is  this  an  aid  to  those  wanting 
work,  but  the  Ebell  members  themselves  are  able 
more  easily  to  obtain  competent  help. 

That  the  Ebell  is  truly  back  of  the  Day  Nur- 
sery was  evidenced  by  the  strong  vote  cast  to 
continue  it  under  the  auspices  of  the  society,  and 
two  dollars  a  year  per  member  was  permanently 
apportioned  to  this  work.  Any  other  necessary 
funds  are  to  be  raised  under  the  management  of 
the  Day  Nursery  Committee.

Second — That  the  purpose  for  which  said  cor- 
poration is  formed  is  for  the  mutual  improvement 
of  its  members  in  literature,  art,  social  culture, 
and  the  discussion  of  the  vital  questions  of  the 
day;  also,  to  acquire  by  gift,  legacy,  purchase  or 
otherwise,  property,  both  real  and  personal,  re- 
quired for  the  effective  carrying  out  of  the  above 
named  purpose;  also  to  hold,  mortgage,  sell  or 
otherwise  legally  convey  such  property  so  ac- 
quired. 

Third — That  the  place  where  the  principal 
business  of  said  corporation  is  to  be  transacted 
is  Santa  Ana,  Orange  County,  California.

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ARTICLE  I 
Name 
The  incorporate  name  of  this  Society  shall  be 
"The  Ebell  Society  of  the  Santa  Ana  Valley." 

ARTICLE  II 
Object 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  advancement  in 
all  lines  of  general  culture  and  the  promotion  of 
the  best  interests  of  the  community. 

ARTICLE  III 
Officers 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, two  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  General 
Curator.  These  officers  with  a  Board  of  Seven 
Directors  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  President) 
shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee. 

An  honorary  President  shall  be  elected  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Society. 

An  Historian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Powers  and  Duties  of  Directors 

Section  1.  The  powers  of  this  corporation, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  in  the  By- 
Laws,  are  vested  in  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  con- 
trol all  permanent  financial  matters  and  other  es- 
tablished affairs  that  pertain  to  the  life,  welfare, 
and  methods  of  the  Society. 

Section  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  be 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  Resolutions  passed  by  the  Direc- 
tors shall  be  handed  in  writing  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  be  entered  in  their  minutes. 
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ARTICLE  V 
Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  ar- 
range and  control  the  current  affairs  of  the  Socie- 
ty, receive  the  reports  of  all  committees  and  act 
upon  them. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  in- 
cur no  indebtedness  beyond  the  necessary  current 
expenses  of  the  Society. 

Section  3.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Section  4.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  (except  that  of  President)  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall 
be  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
shall  report  all  matters  of  interest  to  the  General 
Society. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  call  all  spe- 
cial meetings  and  appoint  all  standing  committees. 

In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President, 
her  duties  shall  be  assumed  by  the  Vice-President 
in  the  order  of  their  rank. 

In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the 
President  the  office  shall  be  declared  vacant  and 
the  First  Vice-President  immediately  installed 
President.  The  vacancy  in  the  office  of  First 
Vice-President  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society, 
receive  all  moneys  for  dues  and  pay  it  over  to  the 
Treasurer,  sign  all  bills  and  corporation  papers, 
issue  membership  cards  to  all  members,  act  on  the 
Year  Book  Committee  and  make  an  annual  report 
to  the  Society. 
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Section  3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall 
attend  to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  keep 
the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  is- 
sue all  notices  ordered  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of 
all  the  funds  of  the  Society;  shall  pay  all  bills 
audited  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  make 
a  monthly  and  annual  report  of  all  money  re- 
ceived and  disbursed  and  the  amount  on  hand. 

Section  5.  The  duty  of  the  General  Curator 
shall  be  the  organization  and  fostering  of  sec- 
tions. She  shall  receive  applications  for  the 
formation  of  new  sections  and  shall  keep  herself 
informed  of  the  general  character  of  the  work  of 
each  section  and  make  a  report  of  the  same  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Section  6.  The  Historian  shall  compile  a  his- 
tory of  the  Society  from  the  date  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 


ARTICLE  VII 
Standing   Committees 

Section  1.  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees shall  constitute  an  Advisory  Board  for  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Standing   Committees   shall   be: 

(1)  House  Committee,  (2)  Entertainment 
Committee,  (3)  Press  Committee,  (4)  Auditing 
Committee,  (5)  Flower  Committee,  (6)  Educa- 
tion   Committee,    (7)    Day   Nursery   Committee. 

Section  2.  The  House  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  club  rooms,  attend  to  the  decorating 
and  seating,  and  assist  the  Entertainment  Com- 
mittee on   all   social   occasions. 

The  chairman  of  the  House  Committee  shall 
act   as    doorkeeper   and   appoint   the   ushers. 

Section  3.  The  Entertainment  Committee 
shall  have  charge  of  all  social  occasions  and  buy 
all  supplies  ordered  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Press  Committee  shall  attend 
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to  the  necessary  printing  of  notices  and  report 
all  meetings  for  the  press. 

Section  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall 
audit  the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  and  re- 
port the  same  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  6.  The  Flower  Committee  shall  at- 
tend to  the  sending  of  suitable  memorials  for 
deceased  members. 

Section  7.  The  Education  Committee  shall 
keep  the  club  in  touch  with  the  Educational  in- 
terests of  the  community  and  work  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  such  interests. 

Section  8.  The  Day  Nursery  Committee 
shall  have  entire  control,  management  and  over- 
sight of  the  Day  Nursery  established  by  this 
society,  with  power  to  devise  ways  and  means  for 
paying  the  expenses  of  the  same;  but  no  indebt- 
edness or  liability  incurred  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  Society  tmless  such  expense  has  been  author- 
ized in  detail  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Membership 

Section  1.  All  applications  for  membership 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
endorsed  by  three  members  in  good  standing  who 
shall   be   personally   responsible   for   applicant. 

Section  2.  No  application  for  membership 
shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee 
unless  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  and 
semi-annual  dues. 

Section  3.  Honorary  life  membership  in  this 
Society  may  be  given  by  vote  of  the  Society  in 
recognition  of  distinguished  services.  Such  mem- 
bership shall  confer  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
ordinary  membership  without  payment  of  dues. 

Section  4.  Associate  membership  may  be 
granted,  by  vote  of  the  Society,  to  the  teachers 
in  the  public  schools  upon  payment  by  them  of 
the  annual  dues.  Such  membership  shall  not 
confer  guest  privileges  or  the  right  to  vote  or 
hold  any  office. 
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ARTICLE  IX 
Dues  and  Fees 

Section  1.  The  membership  fee  shall  be  five 
dollars  ($5.00).  The  annual  dues  shall  be  four 
dollars  ($4.00.) 

Section  2.  The  dues  shall  be  paid  semi-an- 
nually, on  or  before  the  regular  October  meeting 
and  on  or  before  the  regular  March  meeting.  Any 
member  who  is  in  arrears  November  1st  or 
April  1st,  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary,  and 
if  she  still  be  in  arrears  at  the  November  or 
April  meetings  she  shall  be  considered  suspended 
from    membership. 

Section  3.  New  members  who  shall  be  re- 
ceived after  February  first  shall  pay  the  regular 
membership  fee  and  one-half  the  annual  dues  for 
the  remainder  of  the  current  year. 

Sction  4.  Members  who  have  been  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues  may  be  restored  to  mem- 
bership upon  payment  of  back  dues,  provided 
such  members  are  not  in  arrears  for  more  than 
one  year. 

ARTICLE  X 
Time  of  Meeting 

Section  1.  Except  during  the  months  of  De- 
cember, July  and  August,  a  regular  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  take  place  on  the  last  Saturday 
of  each  month  at  2:30  p.  m.,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Executive  Committee,  for  busi- 
ness,  general   instruction   and   social   purposes. 

Section  2.  A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  take  place  on  the  Monday  preced- 
ing the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  at  2  p.  m. 

Section  3.  A  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  take  place  at  2:30  p.  m.  on  the 
Monday  preceding  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 
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ARTICLE  XI 
Elections 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  for  the  elec- 
tion of  directors  and  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
shall  be  held  on  the  last  Saturday  in  April  at 
the   regular  meeting  of  the   Society. 

Section  2.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  and  a 
m.ajority  of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for 
election. 

Section  3.  Nominations  shall  be  made  by  pri- 
mary ballot  at  the  regular  meeting  in  March  pre- 
vious to  the  annual  election  in  April,  the  two 
names  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  to 
be  considered  the  formal  nominees  for  that  office, 
except  in  the  case  of  directors,  when  the  twelve 
receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
the  nominees.  Any  member  receiving  a  majority 
of  all  votes  cast  at  the  primary  election  shall  be 
declared  elected  without  further  balloting  for  said 
office. 

Section  4.  All  officers  and  directors  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  one  year.  They  shall  as- 
sume their  duties  July  first. 

Section  5.  No  member  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  the  same  office,  excepting  that  of 
Treasurer,  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms. 

ARTICLE  XII 
Communications 

All  communication  on  business  shall  be  in 
writing. 

ARTICLE  XIII 
Quorum 
Not  less  than  twenty-five  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  XIV 
Amendments 

.  These  By-Laws  may  be  repealed  or  amended, 
or  new  By-Laws  adopted  at  any  regular  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present,  notice  of 
the  same  having  been  given  a  month  previous. 
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ARTICLE  XV 
Class  Rules 

Section  1.  The  study  of  special  subjects  may 
be  carried  on  in  sections  formed  and  managed  ac- 
cording to  the  following  rules: 

Rule  1.  All  members  of  sections  must  be 
members  of  the  main  society.  Gentlemen  may  be 
admitted  to  evening  classes  on  invitation  of  mem- 
bers. Associate  members  may  be  admitted  as 
members  of  classes  on  invitation  of  members  of 
the  classes. 

Rule  2.  A  leader  for  each  section  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  members  of  the  section,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  General  Curator.  Her 
duties  shall  be  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
section,  plan  the  course  of  study  and  make  an  an- 
nual report  of  the  study  and  advancement  of 
the  section  to  the  General  Curator  at  least  tw^o 
■weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  in  June. 

Rule  3.  Special  teachers  may  be  employed  by 
sections. 

Rule  4.  No  section  shall  have  power  to  incur 
any  indebtedness  or  liability  binding  upon  the 
society,  but  shall  defray  all  of  its  expenses  not 
authorized  in  detail  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Rule  5.  Sections  with  a  limited  membership 
shall  receive  new  members  in  the  order  in  which 
applications  to  such  sections  have  been  made  to 
the  General   Curator. 

ARTICLE  XVI 
Parliamentary  Usage 

All  meetings  of  this  Society  and  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee,  shall  be  governed  by  Roberts' 
Rules  of  Order. 

ARTICLE  XVII 
Suspension  of  By-Laws 

Any  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  suspended  at 
any  regular  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present,  provided  a  quorum  is  present  to  transact 
business. 
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Rules  Governing  Guests 

Each  member  shall  be  privileged  to  invite 
three  resident  guests  during  the  year  to  the  regu- 
lar meetings.  No  one  eligible  to  membership 
shall  be  invited  more  than  once  during  the  year 
by  the  same  person.  Non-resident  guests  may 
be  invited  at  any  regular  meeting  on  application 
to  the  Executive  Committee  for  Guests  Cards. 
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
